The World's Most Unique Strike. 


ISTever since the world began has there been a strike 


fexactly like that which is now paralysing practically all 
lines of business in Belgium. We are accustomed to the 
strife which seeks as its purpose the adjustment of labor 
'differences. 
This one is in no sense industrial; it is 


wholly political, and for that reason is more or less diffi- 
cult to comprehend at this distance. Something like half 
a million workmen in all lines of activity in Belgium have 
Walked out in the effort to secure what they regard as 
simple political rights. Neither wages nor working con- 
'ditions enter into the question to any marked degree, and 
the demonstration is being made with an absence of vio- 
lence. It is a strike "with folded arms and not with rais- 
Ed 
fists/' 
The strike is against the "plural vote." The Belgium 


.(election laws arc peculiar. There are three classes of vot- 
«IS. Every male Belgian of legal age is entitled to at 
least one vote. Every male Belgian who is 35 years old, 
has a legitimate family of children and pays as little as 5 
franks ($1.20) house fax, and every man who owns $-400 
worth of real estate, is entitled to two votes. All profes- 
sional men and men who hold diplomas from institutions 
jof learning, are entitled to three votes. The laboring men 
of Belgium want this law changed so that every man shall 
have equal voice in the government.

Bvery man shall have exactly the same voting privilege, 
rich and poor, educated and ignorant. 


The socialist party is behind the strike. The social- 


ists have the second strongest party in Belgium and if 
this strike accomplishes anything they will likely be in 
Jontrol. The directing genius of the strike is Prof. Emile 
Vandervelde, the leader of the socialists in parliament. 


Perhaps a still more remarkable phase of the situa- 


tion was that surrounding the preparations for it. The 
leaders of the laboring men have been formulating their 
plans for months and when they finally decided upon it 
in February, they set the date for the beginning in March. 
They announced at the very outset that this strike was to 
be entirely without violence. That they would assist the 
government in putting down any rioting. Tho government 
took council and decided it could not prepare for such a 
nation-wide demonstration in such a short time. 
The 


labor leaders then announced that they would postpone 
the strike until the government was all prepared and set 
the date ahead a month. Every woman and child who 
would serve as a drain on a striker's resoum-s has been 
Bent out of the country as fast as places to send them 
could be found. The laboring people of Holland, France 
and Germany threw open their homes to this peculiar 
type of refugees. 


Judge Samuel M. Hench, who has been iu Washing- 


ton for a day or two, was presented to President, Wilson 
by Congressman Oline, and despite the recent presidential 
ruling against discussing appointments with applicants, 
it is a pretty safe guess that Judge Hcnch was diplomatic 
enough to convey the impression to the president that he 
tould be persuaded to accept an appointment as commis- 
sioner of pensions if properly approached in the matter. 


No work of a somi-philauthropic character is more to 


be commended than that of the Anti-Tuberculosis society, 
and the movement against the white plague is one that 
should enlist the liveliest co-operation of every citizen of 
Fort Wayne. The meeting at the, court house assembly- 
room this evening will bo of especial importance, 
and 


there should be a very largo attendance. 


And again, the sort of spring weather which he had

These may b» avoided if the throat, 
chest and arms are vigorously rubbed 
w'itb u coarse towel wrung out of strong 
brine. The rubbing must be t*o vigorous 
that the skin is in a perfect glow.

the

achievements of this little understood 
leoplc.

well be an inspiration to less prosper- 
ous natives of this country who have 
legleeted greater 
advantages. 


Over the world Armenians have the 


tcncral reputation of being merchants. 
:n fact, the more adventuresome of. 
.his race of Christians from the terri- 
.ory contiguous to Asia Minar who have 
•migrated to the world centers of popu- 
atioii, have engaged in trade. But it 
seems that mont of these dwelling in 
.heir native district are farmers. 
So 


:hat a large percentage of those who 
emigrated in later years found existence 
n the city a hardship. 
For these the 


chance to break away and find solace 
n their traditional occupation of agri- 
culture was a godsend. 
This was the 


more so when in this section of tho San 
lonquin valley they found climate siin- 
'lar to that at home. 


There are now about 500 Armenians 


n the valley, and none of them are 
rug merchants. 
Here, their opportuni- 


ties have been unlimited, and they are 
"iigaged in a hundred vocations. 
But 


he majority of them are farmers, and 
these are the backbone of the settle- 
ment's prosperity. 


There seems to have been no organ- 


zed movement of Armenians to this 
part of the country. 
Ten or 
fifteen 


years ago the, pioneers came in and 
others followed from time to time from 
large cities in the east ns they heard 
if chances to do better than in factories 
and mills.

still sticking to the old place, because 
I do aa well here "as if I paid $200 rent." 
Yezdan owns a big new business block 
in the heart of Fresno,- besides much 
other real estate, nnd it quite a banker 
in a modest way. 
Over the same coun- 


ter on which he cuts his cloth he trans- 
acts such other business as a capitalist 
is called upon to transact. 
While , he 


himself' was not a success as a farmer, 
he is the backer of several successful 
ranchers. 


Another considerable property owner 


is an Armenian who conducts a fruit 
stand near Yezdan. This man came from 
tho east out to this valley practically 
penniless and in poor health. He occu- 
pied a shack on the ranch of a more 
prosperous friend 
while recuperating. 


When this friend took over the crop 
on a neighboring ranch this man was 
given tliii supervision of the crop on 
shares.

wool on the free, list, after Representa- 
tive Underwood had made a stirring ap- 
peal for the support of the caucus. Hy 
a vote of Iflll tn 420 an amendment of- 
fered by Representative Dies, of Texas, 
to place raw wool on the dutiable list 
\vafl rejected. 


Representative, Dies' amendment pro- 


posed to place a duty of fifteen per cent 
nd valorem on raw wool, he and other 
champions of 
dutiable, wool 
insisting 


tlmt this was tlic judgment of tho ways 
and means committee before President 
Wilson saw the bill nnd suggested a 
change. 


Majority Loader Underwood in wind- 


ing up the discussion warmly defended 
the committee and the president. 
He 


declared that, the president had a right 
to make suggestions to congress relat- 
ing (o the tariff, hut that the bill as a 
whole met with the chief executives ap- 
proval when he first resd it as it came 
from the committee. 


"Out 
of 
four 
thousand 
and 
more 


items in the bill," Baid Mr. I'nderwood, 


"tho president only made two sugges- 
tions, those affecting tho sugar and wool 
schedules. 
It 
scms to me that wo 


should accept those sugestions from the 
president of th« United States." 


Representative Rodney and Harrison, 


of New York, also spoke on behalf of 
thn committee, defending its action and 
the attitude of the president. 
The. at- 


tack upon the committee and president 
began as soon as the insurgent demo- 
crats began discussion of the schedule. 


Representative. Alexander, of Missouri, 


declared that thn committee overstepped 
all proper bounds in holding up Presi- 
dent Wilson as a club over the heads of 
the members and that the president had 
exerted 
"undue 
influence" 
in having 


wool placed on the free list In the bill.
